Barnes Says if Radicalism of 
Roosevelt Prevails G. O. P. 
Will Be Ruined —Roosevelt

New York, Septembe, 16.—There was 
a sharp exchange today between Col- 
onel Theodore Roosevelt and William 
Barnes, Jr., republitan state comymit- 
teeman and leader of the so-called vid 
guard.

Fature of the Party.

Roosevelt and lose the strategic posi- 
tion which it has held in the state of 
New York for many years as the party

Chicago, September 16.—Insurgents 
were victorious in three out of twen- 
ty-five congressional districts of Illi- 
nois in the primary election yesterday. 

Henry 8S. Boutell, stand-patter re- 
publican, who has represented the 
ninth, a Chicago district, in congress 
for twelve years, was defeated by 
Frederick H. Gansbergen, who con- 
ducted his campaign on an out-and-out 
insurgent plan. Gansbergen was sup- 
ported by the regular republican or- 
ganization. 

In the eleventh distriet Colonel Ira 
Cc. Copley, the first man in Illinois to 
come out as an insurgent candidate, 
won the republican nomination over 
George W. Conn, who classed himself 
as a progressive conservative. This 
seat now is occupied by Howard M. 
Snapp, a stand-patter. 

John C. McKenzie secured the re- 
publican nomination in the thirteenth 
district after a spirited contest with 
Reuben R. Tiffany. 

Foss Pulled Through. 

George Edmund Foss, stand-patter 
and head of the naval affairs com- 
mittee of the house, won the repub- 
lican nomination in the tenth district. 

Speaker. Joseph G. Cannon was re- 
nominated in the eighth district by a 
majority close to 6,000. He was op- 
posed by Henry B. Downs, an insur- 
gent of his own city. 

Lee O'Neil Browne, the minority 
leader in the lower house of the IIli- 
nois legislature, who was recently ac- 
quitted of a charge of bribery in con- 
nection with the election of United 
States Senator William Lorimer, was 
renominated for representative in La- 
Salle county by a large majority. 

Out of thirty-two democrats in the 
last legislature who voted for Wil- 
liam Lorimer for senator, twenty-two 
were renominated yesterday. 

Boutell to Run as Independent. 

Congressman Henry Sherman Bou- 
tell, who was defeated by nearly 1,000 
votes in yesterday’s primaries, stated 
today that he will run independently.

‘I will run independenily, and beat 
my rivals on the simple principles of 
responsible gepresentative,’’ said Mr.

Whether or not Dr. O. O. Fanning, 
deputy warden of the Fulton county 
female convict camp, exceeded hig au- 
thority when he administered 110 
lashes to Annie Clare, a white female 
inmate of the camp, will probably be 
decided by the prison commission to- 
day. 

At a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon the commission fully investi- 
gated all the facts connected with the 
case and at its conclusion late in the 
afternoon took the case under ad- 
visement. 

The investigation of the whipping 
followed the report made to the com- 
mission by Dr. Fanning, in which he 
stated that he had given the woman 
110 lashes. Several witnesses were ex- 
amined and those produced by Dr. 
Fanning testified that the language 
of the woman, since she has been an 
inmate of the camp, was so abusive 
and profane that the whipping was 
absolutely necessary in order to make 
her behave. 

Cursed 48 Hours on Stretch. 

At the rearing Dr. Fanning was rep- 
resented by Luther Z. Rosser, county 
attorney, who also appeared in behalf 
of the county commissioners. Annie 
Clare was represented by Attorney W. 
A. James, who contended and sought 
to show by his witnesses that the 
woman is demented and is not respon- 
sible for her conduct. 

When placed on the witness stand 
Dr. Fanning admitted whipping the 
woman, but stated that she had cursed 
and used profane language until he 
was compelled to punish her.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, September  16.—Cotton, 
though weak at one time, has become 
strong, owing to light receipts and a 
keen demand by straddiers and spots 
interests as well as shorts. A bullish 
private crop report on Friday also had 
a& more or less bracing effect. More- 
over, the New York stock has fallen 
to a small quantity and threatens to 
be nearly wiped our before it can be 
replenished. Moreover, the short in- 
terest has considerably increased in 
the last few weeks... Liverpool opera- 
tors were short here on straddles. Spin- 
ners have been buying more freely. 
Some increase in the inquiry for ex- 
port has been reported. This might 
pe the outcome of a renewed discus- 
sion of the bill of lading questien. It 
seems that London bankers will refuse, 
after October 31, to accept the “vali- 
dation” of such bills By the retailers 
and will require a guarantee from 
American banks. This might cut both 
ways for the time being, cause in- 
creased receipts and also increased ex- 
ports. 

At the same time a good many peo- 
ple are against the market. They be- 
leve the crop is larger than the cur- 
rent estimates that consumption is go- 
ing to be seriously affected by the high 
cost of living and also by the rela- 
tively high price of cotton, judged 
fram the viewpoint of former years.
